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The First Steers that Came to Market Carrying Aberdeen-Angus Blood | 


A Tale o/ Four Bulls that went to Kansas and the Man Who Fed their Crop of Calves for the 
Chicago and New York Marts Back in 1880. 


On December 8, 1880, a tall, rangy Missourian came to market 
at Chicago with 36 head of fat cattle that marked the opening of a 
new epoch in the agriculture of America. Those steers, fed and 
marketed by Joseph H. Rea, of Carrollton, Missouri, were the first 
steers carrying Aberdeen-Angus blood ever marketed in America. 
With Aberdeen-Angus baby beeves daily setting market “tops” at 
Chicago now, in spite of the fact that there are ten times as many 
cattle carrying a preponderance of the blood of the other two breeds 
the significance of this first lot of hornless cattle is apparent. For 
everything in the cattle line coming to market in those days had 
horns, and plenty of horns, too. 

A recent news story in the Kansas City Star about J. W. Rea, 
son of the late Joseph Rae, is responsible for the unearthing of this 
interesting chapter of early Aberdeen-Angus history, and especially 
for the wonderfully rare and valuable o!d print reproduced on the 
next page. Possibly some of the older breeders may know of an- 
other of these photographs taken in New York, where the steers 
were sent from Chicago, but the Editor of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal knows of none. 

Two letters from Thomas R. Clark, the New York merchant, 
who with Mr. George Grant imported the first four pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls for their Kansas ranch, also add some important 
links in the chain of the early history of the Doddies in America. 


A third letter from a Kansas City live stock commission firm, who 
handled the cattle, as well as one of these first four bulls for Mr. 
Rea, also throws much light on this early chapter. Then there is 
a long clipping from the Daily Drovers’ Journal of Chicago, late 
in 1880, telling of the breeding of the cattle and their handling; 
while hand-copied pedigrees from the Moss Creek herd, one of their 
early leaflets telling of the importation of the first Trojan Ericas, 
and a blue card with extracts from the obituary of Mr. George 
Brown, Westertown, Morayshire, Scotland, who bred those original 
four bulls, all combine to piece together one of the finest chapters 
of the breed’s early work on this side of the water. 

A study of the picture of these steers shows considerably more 
white than we are apt to associate with Aberdeen-Angus steers 
now, but the caption “Polled Angus-Durham Steers”, and the Drov- 
ers’ Journal clipping explain that Mr. Grant had an idea that he 
could start a new Toned by crossing Aberdeen-Angus and Short 
Horns on the native cattle., He would give them an Angus cross 
and then a Short Horn cross, and this lot may have been from this 
second cross. Certainly they all appear to be polled, though the 
steers showing so much white seem to have persisted in getting in- 
to the front of the picture and the solid black ones in the back- 


ground and on the edge. 
While MacDonald & Sinclair’s History of Aberdeen-Angus 


In 1905 “Bill” Rea marketed at Kansas City the first steer to sell for 10 cents a sound on that market. The man standing behind the steer is Mr. Rea. 
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makes mention of the first four bulls that 
came to America in 1876, and the Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association abridged _his- 
tory, written by R. C. Auld of New York 
City, gives a paragraph or two to these 
bulis and the fact that they were imported 
for crossing on the range cattle of the West, 
it remains for J. W. Rea of Carrollton, Mo., 
to complete the chapter and show that these 
bulls sent to market steers that made the 
packing and live stock world sit up and take 
note when they dressed “fully 5 per cent 
more than the average.” 


It was “Bill” Rea’s father, Joseph H. Rea, 
who brought one of these four imported 
bulls to Carroll county, buying him through 
the Kansas City Commission firm of 
Thompson, Payne & Co., when the buil was 
about seven years old and the ranch let him 
go to prevent inbreeding. Mr. Clark’s let- 
ter speaks of four bulls coming from Scot- 
land in that first consignment to America,

The death of Mr. Grant evidently occurr- 
ed before the marketing of these cattle, and 
if Grant and Clark were in partnership in 
the ownership of the Kansas tract and the 
cattle on it, Mr. Clark evidently took over 
the entire business.

sions. In the course of his tour he 
visited the ranch of Mr. Grant. and 
saw two of the bulls—one of them 
had previously died—browsing near 
Mr. Grant’s residence, and, well, 
he says, “they seemed to enjoy 
their prairie life. They were most 
prolific sires, and the great im- 
provement in their produce as com- 
pared with the ordinary cattle of 
the country and yet the large ma- 
jority of the calves were polled. 
The choice quality and the early 
maturity of Mr. Grant’s polled 
grades attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and for his surplus stock there 
was always a keen demand.” 


But Mr. Grant did not live 
long to reap the fruits of his labor, 
though the seed he sowed three de- 
cades ago continues to bring forth 
a flourishing crop. On his death, 
a sale took. place at Victoria when 
one purchaser acquired about a 
hundred three-year-old steers, half 
of them being grades by Aberacen- 
Angus bulls, and the other half by 
Short Horn bulls. The evidence 
borne by that purchaser may fit- 
tingly enough be quoted. It is as 
follows: “I kept them over last 
winter, and the polled crosses did 
best, standing the winter far bet- 
ter than the Short Horn crosses. 
Their feed was cornstalks and 
prairie hay. At George Grant’s 
they had to provide for themselves 
during the winter, as it is short 
buffalo grass only that is found in 
that section. The man in charge 
of the steers at Victoria told me 
that in spring the polled crosses 
were in good condition, but the 
Short Horn crosses, from want of 
artificial food, could hardly rise up 
and walk, Another circumstance of 
note is that the polled weighed 
about 120 Ibs. live weight more than 
the other crosses. This I could 
hardly have credited unless I had 
been an eye-witness.” 


Though the qualities of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle as responsive 
feeders will be dealt with later on, 
there may here be noted a point in 
connection with Mr. Grant’s early 
ventures with the breed. In the 
fall of 1883, there was sold in the 
Stock Yards at Kansas City, four- 
teen half bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steers, the produce of the deceased 
Mr. Grant’s stock at Victoria. They 
were then sold to Mr. Charles Still 
—a feeder at Cass County, Missouri 
—at 4.25 dollars, and averaced in 
weight 1038 Ibs. In, the following 
December, just four months and six 
days later, they were again put up 
for sale in the Kansas City Stock

FINE CATTLE MATTERS 
Pulled Angus Cattle ai Chicago 


‘tne 36 head oi roled-Angus 
sieers so.d at the Siock Yards here 
lasi monn, being the iirst lot of 
s.e€ers O. this Lreed that has ever 
appearcd in our Chicago pens have 
liacurauy, in addition to the curi- 
osity evinced caused many inquiries 
as to their history and breeding. 
we have taken some trouble to as- 
certain what we could, about them, 
both as to who was the breeder and 
how they dressed when butchered. 
These cattle were bred upon the 
stock farm of Mr. Thomas R. Clark, 
a New York merchant who has a 
fine ranch at Victoria, Ellis county, 
Kansas. Mr. Clark was associated 
with the late George Grant, of Scot- 
land, who some years since founded 
a colony at that place and who died 
some few years ago, and in connec- 
tion with him imported a lot of 
Polled-Angus cattle from Scotland 
in 1873. 


Mr. Clark has a tract of eight 
square miles all separately fenced. 
He raises millet and corn for win- 
ter feeding and grazes all summer. 
He commenced on a foundation of 
Cherokee heifers and bred them to 
the Polled-Angus. The first calves 
were very handsome, nearly all of 
them partaking of the character- 
istics of the sires, viz.: Black and 
hornless. Since that time he has 
been crossing this produce with 
Short Horn and Angus Polls al- 
ternately until we are informed he 
has cne of the finest if not the best 
herd of beef cattle in Kansas. He 
has at present 500 head of these 
animals, principally cows, disposing 
of his steer calves as yearlinys to 
feeders, who have learned their val- 
ue go to his farm and purchase on 
the ground. His manager, Mr. Con- 
tad Krueger, informs us that the lot 
of young steers he sold in Oct. last 
were the finest lot he has yet dis- 
posed of and when their time comes 
to be put upon the market will 
certainly occasion surprise among 
cattle men. 


It has been Mr. Clark’s opinion 
from the commencement that the 
cross between the Polled-Angus and 
the Short Horns, producing almost 
invariably a hornless animal, will 
eventually bring forward a new 
breed of cattle adapted to our West- 
ern plains. And in view of the fact 
that horns are not desirable ap- 
pendages, especially when so much 
depends upon safety in transporta- 
tion, and economy of space, we must 
confess that his judgment is correct. 
He thinks there is no more reason 
why cattle should have horns than 
horses. This particular cross of 
cattle it seems is coming greatly 
into favor in England. 
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We observe, in lookiffg over the lat€ files of English papers, that the North 
British Agriculturist, of December 15th, in a long article, entitled Lessons on the 
Fat Stock Shows, writes as follows on this very subject: ‘Those in the North 
who have given close attention to profitable beef production and early maturity, 
have long been of opinion that this is the best of all crosses for that purpose, if 
not indeed the best material for beef-raising. The result of this year’s shows, 
and the appearance before admiring crowds of three such oxen as Mr.’ Reid’s 
champion at Hull, Mr. Dunn’s at Birmingham, and Mr. Colman’s at Smithfield, 
should convince many practical men in the Sunny South of the undoubted super- 
iority of the Short Horn and Polled cross.”

“ i It will be noted that these cattle dressed 62 Ibs. to the 100, which is fully 
5 lbs. more than the average. We are glad to be able to lay before our readers 
so full an account of the first lot of a new breed heretofore so little known in our 
markets, and which bid fair to make themselves a record for the future. Mr. 
Clark calls his new breed “Polled-Angus Durhams,’’ which name, we think, is 
well chosen. In Massachusetts they have a breed of cattle called ‘‘Jamestowns.”’ 
This breed sprung from a Polled Suffolk cow, brought over from Ireland in 1847, 
on the relief ship Jamestown. After her arrival she was bred to a full blooded 
Jersey bull. She produced a bull calf, called “Jamestown,” which proved to be 
a remarkable sire. It is stated that the family was kept up by crosses of Ayr- 
shires and Jerseys, the Polled calves only being kept. This breed finally became 
so fixed and uniform in good qualities that the Norfolk Agricultural Society re- 
cognized the Jamestowns as a separate class for premiums. 

We hope that Mr. Clark will continue as he has begun, and he will, doubt- 
less, produce a breed of cattle with the quality and hardiness of both breeds 


combined, and with the absence of horns. 


A second letter from Mr. Clark to Mr. Rea, asking about the 


feeding of this famous bunch of steers reads: 
Foot of West 100th Street, Riverside Park, New York, January 
31st, 1881—Joseph Rea, Esq., Carrollton, Mo. 

Dear sir:—I observe by the Public Prints that you are the 
gentleman who has been feeding my Polled ‘“‘Angus-Durham”’ 
Steers. As they appear to have been very greatly appreciated 
both at Chicago and New York where they were finally killed. I 
would esteem it a favor to hear from you in relation to them. 

First—How they came into your possession. 

Second—What age they were when you received them. 

Third—Date when you received them. 

Fourth—What fodder you used in preparing them for market. 

Fifth—If you shipped them direct to Chicago; if not name firm 
to whom you sold them. 

Sixth—Any and all other information which may be of interest 
to the public, as I have had inquiries from several Editors of 
Agricultural papers in relation to them. 

It was only by accident that I learned of their being sold at 
Chicago and New York. I was in Chicago a month after, and 
there learned all the particulars. Since my return I have not yet 
had time to call upon the Butcher who slaughtered them, or the 
dealer who brought them here, but will do so in a few days. I 
called at the Photographers, W. W. Silver, 102 Fulton St., in this 
city and was just in time to have a description of them printed 
under the photo in which I have taken the -liberty to insert your 
name as the feeder of them. The photograph of them was taken 
without my knowledge, but was a very fortunate circumstance, as 
it was the first lot of steers of this breed ever sold in America and 
the picture, some day in the future, may be of value on this ac 
count.

The honor of feeding these first steers belonged to Mr. Joseph 
H. Rea & Sons, whose herd is now almost forty years old, easily 
the oldest herd maintained continuously west of the Mississippi, 
and ranking right side by side with the Hon. J. H. Pope’s herd of 
Quebec, and Alberta, Canada. So impressed was the senior Rea 


with the grand feeding quality of these first “Doddies” that he 
not only bought the best then in this country, but sent his son to 
Scotland and carefully selected the best they would let go. 


in Indiana, with 52 cattle; the second is Iowa, with 51 cattle; Ten- 
nessee is third, with 50 cattle; Tilinois fourth, with 48 cattle; Wis- 
consin fifth, with 47 cattle; Louisiana sixth, wth 45 cattle, and then 
follow four states in each of which 100 acres of all kndis of pastures 
on the average, can carry 40 cattle—Minnesota, Misouri, Nebraska 
and Idaho. 

At the other extreme only eight. cattle can be carried on the 
average 100 acres of pastures in Arizona, nine cattle in Nevada, 10 
cattle in New Mexico, 12 cattle in New Hampshire, 13 cattle in 
Montana and Colorado and 14 cattle in Oregon. 

In the United States improved pasture can carry about twice 
as many cattle as woodland and other pastures, the average for the 
improved being 45.6 cattle, for woodland pasture 25.4 cattle and for 
other pasture 23.1 cattle. The highest figure for improved pasture 
in any state is 70 cattle per 100 acres in New Mexico, after which 
tollow Indiana with 65 cattle, Tennessee with 62 cattle and Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Louisiana and Idaho each with 60 cattle. 

The wild pasture of Arizona can carry but six cattle per 100 
acres, or one animal to 17 acres, and that of Wyoming, Nevada, 
Montana, New Mexico, Colorado and Oregon can carry but seven 
to 10 cattle on 100 acres. :

That the aggregate yearly value of the pasturage of the United 
States should be $1,000,000,000 and more need not be entirely un- 
expected when it is known that it is utilized for more than half a 
year. Improved pasture has an average of 6.9 months, woodland 
pasture 7.7 months, other pasture 7.7 months and the average of 
all kind is 7.4 months. ; 

For nearly a whole year, or 11.5 months, the wild lands of Mon- 
tana are vastured, and this is not equaled even by Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Texas, New Mexico and Arizona for any kind of pasture. 
Florida’s period for woodland is 10.8 months and New Mexicos 
period for improved pasture is the same. The period for woodlan

The Eastern States Expo- 
sition in point of number of cattle shown was second only to Iowa’s 
poe this year, and everyone is predicting that it will take only a 
few years until it will be second to none in the exhibits of beef 
ttle. 
» More and more, day after day, month after month, the facts 
of the labor situation are forcing the dairy farmer from dairying to 
beef production. Those who thought that the end of the war would 
relieve the problem are learning different. The kind of help that is 
necessary for dairying is no longer available in sufficient quantity, 
and the tremendous outlay necessary for buildings, machinery and 
equipment is useless without highly skilled help that will stick on 
the job. Dairying of the old style has driven all the farm boys to 
the city in the past, and the farmer of today is beginning to wonder 
if farming that was such a slavery that it drove his family away 
from the farm was the right system after all. The same number 
of men can handle ten times as many beef cattle as dairy cattle 
with one-tenth the outlay for buildings and machinery and be 
surer of a profit at the end of the year, as such business men as 
L. R. Park of Boston are demonstrating. Therefore, the drift from 
dairying to beef is going ahead rapidly and labor is the big item 
that is forcing it. 

The Aberdeen-Angus exhibit and the initial sale of Aberdeen- 
Angus which was held in connection with the exposition was one of 
the leading features of the live stock department. The manage- 
ment, through Secretary Simpson’s co-operation, made the sale 
possible. The American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
and Eastern breeders all co-operated and the unison of spirit made 
the initial event even more successful than any sale of its nature 
ever held in the West or South. Everyone present expressed their 
appreciation of the untiring efforts of Clarence W. Eckardt in mak- 
ing the sale a success. 


Dr. C. D. Lowe, Eastern and Southern Field Representative for 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, secured most 
of the cattle in Ohio and the Eastern states and they were a very 
useful lot of cattle, which can be readily seen by the winnings made. 
The top heifer of the sale was grand champion of the Exposition, 
and she surely was outstanding. The breeders of Ohio, who were 
the principal conrtibutors, were well pleased and are looking for- 
ward to the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and 
the Eastern breeders co-operating to put en several sales next sea- 
son. 


The distribution of the cattle at the sale was also very encour- 
aging.

Exposition, Chicago. Mr. Eckardt is retiring his bull from the 
show ring and is adding some of the choicest females that he can 
secure to his herd. Everyone is looking forward to this bull being 
mated with the best of the breed and the offspring will undoubt- 
= eae in due time at the leading shows including the Interna- 

ional. 


The Aberdeen-Angus affairs are surely keeping pace with the 
times. New England and Eastern breeders met with the leading 
breeders of Ohio with their best specimens, produced in the East, 
to compete with the best veteran state of Ohio. The sportsmanship 
in evidence in the show ring and in the sale ring has never been 
surpassed in any part of the country. It seems safe to predict that 
there will be a great migration of Abcrdeen-Angus cattle to the 
East where so much good grass is being produced and where 
droughts are unknown. 


The steer exhibits were strong. The Aberdeen-Angus were es- 
pecially good, being the best of any breed. The Pennsylvania State 
College showed the best steer they have ever exhibited. They will 
be heard from when they get to the International. Prof. Tomhave 
is surely doing some good practical demonstration work for the 
beef industry. Prof. Suelke of Cornell is rejuvenating beef produc- 
tion in a manner that will surely bear fruit in abundance in the 
near future. A. W. Reynolds of Newton, Conn., has donated a 
heifer to the Connecticut Experimental Station, so that Prof. Gar- 
rigus will have the best in beef foundation. 


One is impressed with the thrifty condition of the farms from 
the time he leaves Chicago until he reaches Springfield, Mass. One 
is also impressed with the vastness of the territory covered and the 
great amount of grass, which is the back-bone of beef production. 
The New England States and the East, to my mind, is the last vast 
territory for Aberdeen-Angus cattle to be introduced in the United 
States. There they can be raised profitably and economically in 
connection with a beef industry which is sure to develop. Every- 
thing is now ripe for the great introduction of beef cattle into the

OPPORTUNITY FOR CATTLE INDUSTRY IN NICARAGUA 


(Consul John O. Sanders, Bluefields.) 


About one-half of the cattle produced in Nicaragua are slaugh- 
tered and consumed locally. The remainder are exported, chiefly 
overland, to Costa Rica. Although the cattle industry is not yet 
sufficiently developed in this country to justify the establishment 
of a meat-chilling and packing plant, there seems to be no hindrance 
to its further development to an extent necessary to make such an 
enterprise profitable. 

Cattle are very cheap in Nicaragua, the price at the beginning 
of 1919 ranging from $12 to $15 per head. Beef cattle ready to 
butcher after being transported to Bluefields, bring about $25 to 
$30 per head. Native cattle are small, averaging not more than 
350 to 400 pounds, net weight, dressed. The crossing of native 
breeds with good imported steck improved both size and quality. 


There are only two points on the Nicaragua coast where vessels 
of 22-foot draft could load cattle alongside the wharf. One of 
these, Corinto, is on the Pacific side and a long distance from the 
center of the cattle country. The other is a place called Monkey 
Point, where there is no port at all. While Monkey Point is com- 
paratively near to the cattle country, it is connected with it only 
by trail. The principal cattle country is in the Province of Chon- 
tales, on the cast side of Lake Nicaragua, and extending back to 
the divide, a distance of 30 or 40 miles. The distance from Monkey 
Point is 65 or 70 miles. Doubtless the Nicaragua Government 
would give a large bonus of land for the construction of a truck 
road from Monkey Point to the lake. This. section of the country, 
being of comparatively high altitude, is healthful.

HY SHOULD the East pay tribute to the extent of a bil- 
lion dollars annually? 

If the returning soldier locked over the conditions 
of the west that are prevailing in the districts that sup- 
ply the east with its poultry, pork, mutton and beef, he 
would find the advantages lay with east as an cconomic- 
al proposition. He would find that the western country 

, could raise no larger crops of corn, clover or fodder of 
any kind; that labor was higher and harder to procure; that interest 
rates were higher; that freight rates to markets were higher; that 
schools, neighbors, climate, and most of the material comforts that 
go to make life a pleasure would be lacking; and that the initial 
investment in the plant or farm in the east was one-tenth what it 
would cost in the west. 

Then why such a depression of farm values in the east? If 
conditions were reversed, as they were forty or fifty years ago, then 
there would be some excuse; that is, if land in the east was ten 
times as expensive, then it would be up to the returning soldier to 
weigh the disadvantages of the west—isolation, lack of schools, 
high freight rates, general frontier conditions—with the advantages 
of the comparatively thickly settled communities of eastern farms. 
He would then look around and figure it all out as to whether it 
was going to be worth while to go out into the western country, 
with its exposures and discomforts, to make a living. 

To our way of thinking it is only a state of mind. If the cast 
contained nothing but vacant farms and could be boosted by the 
same spirit that prevails throughout the country west of New York 
state, ten years would see real estate increase tenfold, and the 
east would be spoken of as the “garden spot of the country.” 

And why not? It is, and why not admit it? You can raise 
beef, pork, mutton and poultry cheaper per pound, or any way you 
want to figure it, right here in the east than it can be raised in the 
west. Now why do we continue saying to ourselves, “The West 
has us beaten. We cannot compete.” That may have been true 
twenty years ago but not today. You can buy farms in New Eng- 
land, with buildings included, for less than the tenant farmers in 
the corn belt pay annually for land rent per acre. 1 have done this 
in starting with Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Maine and know it to be 
true. 

Under such conditions how can the returned soldier give the 
West serious consideration? What about the opportunities on his 
father’s farm? Why is it he cannot see that the golden opportun- 
ity is right at his door? The answer: “You cannot see a rainbow 
except at a distance.” 

If the advantages and opportunities of the East were carefully 
catalogued by a western real estate dealer and described as he 
would describe his buildings in California under the name of “The 
New Land of Evangeline,” it would be such tempting reading that 
the entire East would be ready to emigrate until they found it was 
a description of their own town, county, state and country.

‘he Minister also placed before the mecting the present and 
prospective position concerning the stocks of meat held in eold | 
storage and the opportunities for shipping it. It was intimated that 
at the end of the fiscal year 1919, there would be approximately 
1,500,000 packages of exportable articles (meat, butter, rabbits ete.) | 
in store, and that it would take 30 ships, carrying 50,000 packages 
each, to transport these goods. It was therefore not to be expected, 
he said, that the stores could be cleared before the end of January 
next. In the meantime both the butter and meat export seasons 
would arrive, and the Minister suggested that the storage accommo- 
dation at the Victoria Dock be increased by an additional 300,00 
cubic feet. This was strongly supported by the advisory committee, 
This additional storage space could be provided at a cost of $195,000 
and be completed by the end of November. 

The third question dealt with was the need for slaughtering ae- 
commodation for the export of meat on account of producers direct, 
so that there could be an extensicn of the system that was carried 
out in a comparatively small way during the past season by the pn- 
ducers undertaking their own export. Communications from two 
cooperative companies, offering to provide this slaughtering accon- 
modation if advances of capital were made by the Government, were 
received and considered. The committee, nowever, was of opinion 
that the slaughtering for producers should be controlled, so far as 
the metropolitan center was concerned, by one strong organization. 
Smaller companies would mean larger staffs and overhead charges. 
‘The Government’s encouragement probably will be directed toward 
helping the present producers’ cooperative organizations to combine 
for this purpose.

They are 
the ones who consign the bulls and they are 
the ones who are assuming all of the risks 
of the bulls not selling for what they are 
worth. It is better that the suggestion for 
a sale should come from the local breeders’ 
association if possible. Local associations 
can well put on such sales as one of their 
activities in boosting the BETTER BULL 
CAMPAIGN. 

The Washington county sale, as already 
said, was held in conjunction with the win- 
ter meeting of their Holstein association. 
Several associations are planning to hold 
sales in connection with their summer meet- 
ings.

PAIGN the following terms and conditions 
are suggested: 


By D. S. BULLOCK 


1. All animals consigned will be sold to 
4 highest bidder. By-bidding is prohibit- 
ed. 


Zz. Only persons not now using a pure 
bred bull in their herds are permitted to bid. 

This is put in exoressly to make the sale 
a boost for better bulls among men not now 
using a pure bred in their herds. It will 
probably make the prices received some- 
what lower but,the bulls will go to the herds 
that need them most. 

3. The seller reserves the privilege of 

first chance to buy back the bull whenever 
the purchaser may offer him for sale. 
_ This is to protect the seller and offer an 
inducement to put better bulls in the sale. 
In case the dam of the bull sold makes a 
record at some subsequent date he has the 
opportunity to get the bull back if he so 
desires and the bull is for sale. 

4. All sales cash unless otherwise ar- 
ranged with the seller. 

5. Certificates of registry and transfer 
furnished free for all animals. 

The registration certificate is the onl 
positive evidence we have that the animal is 
a pure bred. These papers may not be 
necessary for a bull to use in a grade or 
scrub bull herd but when selling stock from 
such herds they are essential to convince 
buyers that the young stock is sired by a 
pure bred animal and also that the females 
are bred to a pure bred bull. The buyer will 
also be a more satisfied customer. This 
will also prevent some unscrupulous persons 
from putting in animals which they say are 
“pure breds but they cannot be registered” 
while in fact they are only grades. 

There is a law in Wisconsin which pro- 
vides for a fine of $1,000 or imprisonment 
for one year for misrepresentation of pedi- 
grees. The selling of grades for pure breds 
comes within the meaning of this law. Sec. 
4470n. Amended (1915). 

6. In case any bull fails to prove a breed- 
er the purchaser may return him and the 
purchase price will be refunded. | 

Some breeders may object to this rule for 
bull calves. It should be remembered that 
bulls are sold for breeding animals and un- 
less they are useful for the purnose for 
which they are purchused the seller cer- 
tainly should make good to the purchaser. 

Most bulls sold in these sales will be 
calves. When these are old enough to be 
proven non-breeders thev will be worth as 
much for beef as was paid for them. There 
is then practically no risk for the seller. 
The rule is put in for its effect on the pro- 
spective buyer. cata 

7. In case any purchaser maintains a 
tubercular free herd any bull over six 
months of age which he’ may buy will be 
sold subject to tuberculin test. 


MANAGEMENT OF SALE 


Elect a committee to have charge of the 
sale. It may be better in some cases to 
elect a sales manager instead of a commit- 
tee. 
If the county agent or secretary of the lo- 
cal association cannot serve as sales man- 
ager it will be well worth while to hire some 
exp°rienced man to do this work. If a com- 
mittee is appointed thev should name ner- 
sons to have definite charge of the differ- 
ent things connected with the sale. 


Duties of Committee or Sales Manager— 


The duties of the committee or sales man- 
ager will consist in the following: 


Extension Representative in Live Stock for the College of Agriculture and the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ Association. 


1. Obtain the bulls for the sale. 
- Get an extended pedigree of cach bull. 
3. Advertise the sale. 
4. Get the auctioneer. 
5. Arrange for a place to show the stock 
before the sale. 
6. Conduct the sale. 
7. Settle with buyers and sellers. 
8. Arrange for transfers of all animals. 


Bulls For Sale— 


In localities where there are a sufficient 
number of pure bred breeders all bulls 
should be obtained locally. In some of our 
northern counties this is impossible. Per- 
sons in charge of sales in sections where 
bulls cannot be obtained locally should get 
in touch with secretaries of associations 
where there is a surplus of bulls. The Wis- 
consin Live Stock Breeders’ Association will 
gladly assist in doing this. 

Breeders’ associations that have a surplus 
of good bulls might plan sales to be held in 
those sections of the state where there are 
few breeders. Such sales could best be ar- 
ranged through the County Live Stock 
Board or the county agent. One county is 
already planning such a sale. 

The number of bulls offercd should be 
given careful consideration. It is a mistake 
to offer more bulls than will find a ready 
sale. Ten might be taken as a possible min- 
imum and possibly twenty-five as a maxi- 
mum for any one sale. This of course will 
vary greatly with the locality. 


The Extended Pedigree Helps— 


In a public sale where there is no catalog 
for reference a three generation pedigree 
should be provided. Every man buying a 
bull wants to know something of the records 
back of him. The furnishing of an extend- 
ed pedigree will help in no small degree to 
make the man buying his first pure bred 
bull a satisfied purchaser. 

The extended pedigree should show the 
following things about every animal, the 
name of which appears in the pedigree: 

1. Records of production of the animals 
themselves. 

Show ring records. 

3. Records of production of sons and 
daughters. 

Such expressions as “sire is half brother 
to the dam of” and “by a brother to the sire 
of” are without value to the average pur- 
chaser and only tend to confuse him. The 
committee or sales manager could also add 
cow testing association records if any are 
available. They are valuable as they show 
production under farm conditions. 

Advertise the Sale— 

There are several methods for advertis- 
ing the sale. Among them are the follow- 
ing: 

1. By the ordinary hand bill and poster. 

2. By notices in the local papers. 

3. By sending out circular letters to 
every farmer in the locality. . 

4. By having breeders and others inter- 
ested use their telephones and personally 
invite every man using a grade or scru 
bull to attend the sale. The support of lo- 
cal bankers, creamery and cheese factory 
men will help materially in advertising. 

5. By publishing list of bulls for sale. 

In some cases this may not be practical 
if a small number of animals are to be sold. 
If, however, fifteen or more bulls are to be 
put in the sale, a list printed on a single 
sheet, giving the name and number of the

_ “Is there a field for the Aberdeen-Angus?” “Can beef break 
in where the dairy cow is already established in fashion and necess- 
ity?” These are some of the questions that have been asked fre- 
quently in the past year or two; questions that many of the askers 
thought unanswerable. Yet, visitors to the New York State Fair 
and the Eastern States Exposition this year thought they saw the 
answer. When such conservative and careful students of live stock 
conditions as Secretary Gray, and Dr. Lowe, after investigations on 
the ground, give their answers in the affirmative, it is time to be- 
gin paying more attention to this field. Mr. Clarence W. Eckardt, 
New York business man and Aberdeen-Angus breeder, says that 
it is only a matter of “making it fashionable” for the easterners to 


* own Aberdeen-Angus herds instead of dairy herds to have the 


wealth of the wealthiest section of the world thrown behind the 
breed in the East. But the little men who are being driven out of 
the dairy business by the attacks of the city people upon their right 
to set their milk prices high enough to make a profit from their 
farms are also turning to beef production as the way out. Some 
are starting with beef bulls on their dairy cows for feeder steer 
production, while others are making the big jump at one step from 
dairying to beef and from slavery to farming freedom. Prof. 
Suelke of New York Agricultural College says there is an unlimited 
field for Aberdeen-Angus bulls on the dairy herds of the East in 
the production of beef, and the New York station has done experi- 
mental work to prove the practical results. 

The Aberdeen-Angus show herds have been doing yeoman ser- 
vice the past season to convince the East that Aberdeen-Angus are 
just as superior in that territory as they are in the Corn Belt with 
its $400-an-acre land and grain crops to finish steers. At Hart- 
ford, Mr. Eckardt’s International grand champion bull beat all beef 
bulls for sweepstakes at the Connecticut State Fair. At the New 
York State Fair, the Pennsylvania State College showed the grand 
champion steer, and at the Eastern States Exposition, the following 
week, showed the champion steer herd, the single animal ribbon 
going to the good sports of the whiteface banner who refused a 
judge of international reputation in order to get an adherant of 
their kind to tie the ribbon. Then Buffalo’s first carlot show, last 
spring, gave the chief honors to a load of Aberdeen-Angus heifers, 
so that the year has seen the edge in the contest for the pole in the 
race in the East taken by the “kind with something under the hide.” 
It’s up to us to follow this up with better classifications and more 
show herds at Syracuse and Springfield next year, with more steers 
to be shown by each individual breeder, as well as the eastern Agri- 
cultural colleges and experiment stations. Let Cornell show some 
steers, both pure breds and dairy crosses to prove to the eastern 
dairymen that the “Doddie” bull will get him a big profit in beef 
while he still milks if he wishes.

THE CATTLE INDUSTRY OF HONDURAS 


(Consul Chas. Willard, Ceiba.) 

With the exception of a strip of low coast land adapted to tropi- 
cal fruits, a great part of Honduras is admirably suited to the rais- 
ing of cattle. Most of the interior is excellent grazing country, 
said to rival the plains of Argentina. With its even climate and 
ever-growing vegetation cattle thrive almost without care. 

Owing to the present slight demand only a few cattle find 
their way out to the coast, merely sufficient to supply the local de- 
mand for beef and the limited number exported on foot, principally 
to Belize, British Honduras. There has, therefore, been but little 
incentive to develop the industry and practically no effort made to 
improve the breed or to produce any great number. Native cattle 
are generally small, not weighing over 400 to 500 pounds. These 
can be purchased and brought to the coast for about $25 a head 
(United States currency). However, the number now produced is 
considerable even with the limited demand. This office has com- 
piled recently a list of 20 ranches, mostly in the Department of 
— each with a capacity to produce 100 head or more per 
month. 
Probably the best harbor on the north coast is that of Puerto 
Cortez, but this is to the west of the cattle country. Ceiba 1s far- 
ther east, and with modern conveniences, but does not possess @ 
harbor. Trujillo is still farther east, possesses a good harbor, an 
is the port for one of the United Fruit Co.’s development projects 
now under way. At present the cattle are transported from the mn- 
terior ranches to the coast by driving them on foot, which requires

UGUST 24th marked the close of the summer’s work of 
the boys who were members of the Darke County Calf 
Club who had fed and cared for their calves since March 
4th. Through the efforts of County Agent W. J. Hend- 
rix and Prof. J. A. Cottrell, County Club leader, 40 grade 
Aberdeen-Angus steers were purchased in Chicago and 
Wwe delivered to the boys March 4th. The steers were each 
GD| weighed on that date and the boys drew them by lot. 

Two steers died soon after the boys received them leaving 38, all 

of which were shown at the Darke County Fair. 

It was a great day in each boy’s life when he led his calf into 
the ring to be judged. It was not a walkaway for anyone and all 
were on the anxious seat until after the steers had been placed, 
which kept the boys in suspense for sometime as the entire 38 had 
to be ranked. 

But the contest was not over yet when the calves had been 
placed, as rate of gain, cost of gain and the record of feeds consum- 
ed were taken into consideration in addition to the individuality of 
the calves. When the final standings were determined it was found 
that Claude Hoff of New Madisen, owning the calf which stood sec- 
ond on exhibit had wen first in the contest. Second place went to 
Donald Dininger, Greenville, O., whose calf had been placed 8th, 
third went to Ralph McCabe, New Weston, Ohio, whose calf had 
been placed third, while fourth place went to Shirley and Frank 
Stickelman, their calf having stood first on exhibit. 

A few figures concerning these calves may be of interest. The 
calves cost the boys 14.3 cents per pound, which included insurance. 
They were sold separately at auction at an average of 19 cents per 
pres The Hoff calf sold for 50 cents per pound and was bought 

y Chas. Buchy. The average cost per pound of gain was 18.5 
cents. The average daily gain was 1.935 pounds. The calves were 

fed for 172 days. ; : . 

The following table shows the initial weight, final weight, 
total gain, average daily gain and cost per pound of gain for the 
calves owned by the boys standing 1st, 2d, 3d and 4th in the contest:

Nearly all the calves were fed home grown feeds supplemented 
by oilmeal or cottonseed meal. , 

The Hoff calf received corn, oilmeal, and cottonseed meal until 
June 5th after which it was given ground corn and oats till the 
close of the contest. : . 

The Dininger calf was fed corn and barley in the proportion of 
5 pounds of corn to two pounds of barley, 1% pounds of cottonseed 
meal and silage. : ; 

Ralph McCabe’s calf received an average daily feed of 16 
pounds of a grain mixture composed of corn, barley, oats, bran and 
oilmeal with clover hay and roughage. ; 

Shirley and Frank Stickelman fed their calf an average daily 


feed of 18 pounds of grain composed of ground corn and oats, cot- 
tonseed meal, and oilmeal. About 3 gallons of cane molasses was 
fed the last six weeks. An average of 10 pounds of clover hay per 
day was fed. 

When it was taken in consideration that these calves were fed 
by boys who had had no experience in cattle feeding and that they 
were fed during hot weather while flies were bad, it is very evident 
that they received excellent care. I am sure that the boys felt that’ 
they had lost a good friend when they parted with their calves, ~

CAME to Lewiston from Hancock 
Co., Iowa, the spring of 1902, 
bringing with me a bull and 

=» twenty cows. I was one of the 
first to take a pure bred herd 
: of Angus cattle north of Bay 
a5 City, if not in the State. Since 
then, I have established ten herds 
of from ten to twenty at each sale, besides 
many lots of two and three and a large num- 
ber of bulls. 


I make free use of the knife, retainins 
only the good ones of either sex for record. 
I have my cows freshened in the late fall 
when we will have time to look after the 
calves which are fed on roots, clover hay, 
and ensilage. By spring their stomachs are 
in shape and with the abundance of good 
grass always to be found on the cut-over 
timber lands and plenty of good water, they 
have nothing to do but eat. Perfect con- 
tentment makes them put on flesh. 


Last season my steers put on 400 pounds 
on pasture. Yearlings and “twos” averaged 
1110 and sold for 12 cents on the farm. 
This was 4 cents above anything in the 
country and proved quite an advertisement 
for the “Doddie”’. They went to Detroit 
where they topped the market at 15 cents. 


Had they gone to Chicago they would have 
brought 18 cents. These cattle never bad a 
bite of grain. In fact, excepting the herd 
buli and perhaps a few extra cows at cer- 
tain seasons of the year, which got a little 
grain, the others don’t know what grain is. 

With so much good grass going to waste 
with the cheap lands, I will take my chances 
with the Angus. Buyers always pick them 
first and tell me they will always guarantee 
2 cents more for them than the others. A 
few years ago, I shipped 200 head of mixed 


- stuff to Lewiston from the U. S. Yards, 


May 10th, and returned them to Chicago 


September Ist. I have been ab!

OLD-TIMER TELLS ABOUT CATTLE MARKETS 


“Yes, sir, the first load of cattle I ever 
shipped to the Chicago market brought 4 
cents a pound, and I had to hold them over 
a day to get that.” Jacob Larue, 70 ‘years 
old, of Coles county, southeastern Illinois, 
was telling of his early experience in the 
cattle business. “Let’s see, that was just 
about thirty-two years ago. Four dollars 
a hundred was a good price for cattle in 
those days, and my cattle were good ones, 
too.” 

Settling down in a big armchair in one of 
ihe commission offices, this silver-haired 
veteran of the live stock world then told his 
story: 

“T had been feeding these cattle for some 
time and they had rounded out into what I 
thought would be toppers. A few days be- 
fore shipping them to Chicago I was offered 
$3.85 for the bunch by a local shipper. -That 
price didn’t look good to me. I don’t re- 
member what the market top was at that 
particular time, but I figured I could get a 
good deal more than $3.85. The next day I 
shipped them. Three different buyers bid 
en my bunch and every fellow offered me 
the same price. That price happened to be 
$3.85, the same the shipper had offered me 
at home. Here Mr. Larue paused for a 
moment, fully appreciating the now amus- 
ing predicament in which he had been plac- 
ed. “Well, that made me fighting mad,” 
he laughingly rémarked. “If there is any- 
thing I can’t stand it’s to have some one 
sling an ‘I told you so’ at me. I could see 
that shipper back there in my home town 
joking me because I had not sold these cattle 
to him. I vowed I’d let the steers stay right 
here in the stock yards until I beat $3.85. 
It didn’t make much difference by that time 
how much more I received, just so it was 
enough to show Mr. Shipper. Three eighty- 
five was all I was offered that day, and, 
following my determination, I held them 
over. 

“The next day looked brighter for me 
In the early part of the morning the sales- 
man told me I had better sell the steers at 
$3.85, for it looked as though it was all I 


would get, and I might even get less if I 
held out too long. J refused to listen to 
him, though. Finally, about the middle of 
the morning, one of the same buyers I had 
seen the day before came along and again 
offered me $3.85. I was beginning to think 
that $3.85 was a hoodoo. I promptly refus- 
ed his bid. He turned around as though he 
were through with me and almost knocked 
me off the fence by suddenly facing me and 
at the same time saying: “I’ll give you $3.90 
for them.’ ‘Make it even money and they 
are yours,’ I said, hardly expecting him to 
take me up. ‘You’re on, they are sold,’ said 
he, and he didn’t bat an eye when he said it, 
either. He knew those steers were worth 
$4.00; that’s why he came back the second 
time. Anyway, I sold that bunch for $4.00, 
and that shipper didn’t have a laugh coming. 
The next time I shipped I had better luck.” 

Mr. Larue had twenty-one head of Angus 
steers on the market recently which aver- 
aged 1351 pounds and brought $17.75, the 
top for that day. He bought them a few 
days before Christmas for $11.25 and they 
weighed 850. 

“Although I have been in the business for 
thirty-two years,” he said, “this bunch of 
cattle is the best I have ever shipped, and 
I have shipped a lot of good ones, too. 
took third premium on a load of market 
cattle at the first International Live Stock 
Show.”—Daily Drovers Journal, Chicago, 
September 9, 1919.

nnn a moment just what this 
means. Our Aberdeen-Angus Association 
is omposed of some 5,000 breeders of pure 
bred cattle. Perhaps one hundred of these 
breeders exhibit from one to twenty ani- 
mals each year; probably four hundred ani- 
mals all told accepting Prof. Wilson’s reas- 
oning, we must pick from this little group 
of animals the timber from which to con- 
struct our best pedigree. When we do this 
we admit that the best breeding animals, as 

well as the best individuals of all our 300,000 
or more registered cattle, belong to the little 

up of men who are regular exhibitors 

at the leading shows of America. This, I 
for one, am not ready to admit by any 
means, believing as I do that for every 
great prize winner at the shows, fifty equal- 
ly good individuals can be found in the 
other 4,900 herds in our land, owned by 
members of the Association. And that for 
every breeding animal exhibited at the show 
the non-exhibiting breeders of the country 
can furnish one hundred. : 

Admitting that Prof. Wilson is right can 
mean only this: that twenty-five breeders, 
members of our Association, by consistent 
exhibition of their cattle for a period of five 
years, could establish an aristocracy of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus within the Association to 
which the other 4975 breeders must needs 
bow down, and from which we must needs 
secure all our breeding bulls if we are to 
lay claim to having well bred cattle. Such 
an idea is simply nonsense. And it would 
be a rare joke indeed on the great mass of 
breeders of the country for me to give to 
this little handful of exhibitors this great 
advantage for the privilege of paying them 
our Association premium money. 

My idea is that the purpose of the shows 
is to advertise one breed and, to pay the 
exhibitive breeders in part for doing this 
work for the breed, we allot them a certain 
amount of cash each year out of the Asso- 
ciation treasury. The purpose of construc- 
tive breeding is to raise the standard of ex- 
cellence of a breed, and animals of either 
sex that do this work are entitled to be call- 


* ed great, no matter if they never see the in- 


side of a show ring. In other words, a great 
breeding animal is great because of what 
he does in breeding and not what he does 
in show. All great breeding animals of the 
Angus breed cannot be exhibited. In the 
first place, there is no need for such ex- 


_ tensive showing, and in the second place, 


because of the great number of splendid 
individual animals the breed contains, no 
show ground in America could accommodate 
one-third of them.

The fame of the premier beef breed has 
not been established by the little handful 
of animals exhibited at the stock shows, but 
by the thousands of blocky, thick-fleshed, 
mellow-hided, black breasts that year in and 
year out have been producing bulls that 
have been instrumental in filling the stock 
yards with bonnie black steers that have 
out-sold on their merits the steers of other 
breeds. 

So, I say it is the individual anima! that 
has done the most to raise the standard of 
the breed on the farm and range, that should 
be considered great, and not the animal 
alone that through the ministration of an 
expert fitter and unlimited access to the 
feed tub, wins at one of the great shows. 
If the prize winning animal proves himself 
in the breeding pen also he earns greatness, 
but in that event he generally has the ad- 
vantage of the bull working on the farm 
because of the better class of females that 
are brought to him because of the notoriety 
he has acquired. 

I have known many bulls and females 
that have done wonders in breeding that 
never got within 500 miles of one of the 
great shows. If you will pardon a personal 
reference, I wish to say that I bred the bull 
that sired the animals that made up the 
first car of Mississippi-bred steers of any 
breed to sell out of that state at above $8.00 
per hundred pounds. This bull was never 
in a show nor was his sire or grandsire. I 
furnished the bulls for fifteen years that 
were instrumental in making a herd o 
grade Angus, located near Columbus, Miss., 
and according to the testimony of the ex- 
tension men: connected with the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture was the greatest grade 
herd of any breed in the State of Mississippi. 
None of these. bulls were ever shown, nor 
were their sires or grandsires. 

I also bred the bull that sired the high- 
est priced car of grade heifers of any breed 
sold in North Carolina up to 1918. This 
bull had no show record, nor did his sire or 
grandsire. Hundreds of the members of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Association can show 
as good a record with bulls having no show 
record. I claim bulls of this character are 
great bulls and are entitled to have the fact 
recognized in their pedigrees.—A. L. French, 
Rockingham County, North Carolina.

Aberdeen-Angus In Old Virginia 


The first Aberdeen-Angus bull brought to 
Southwest Virginia, so far as I know, was 


brought here by Messrs. Palmer and Bow- 
man, Saltville, Va., in the early eighties, 
and was used on high grade Short Horn 
cows to raise bulls to ship to Texas. He 
probably never was bred to any pure bred 
cows after coming here. His descendants 
showed the good and easy feeding qualities 
of the breed. 

The next bull to come near us was bought 
from Mr. J. R. K. Bell of Pulaski, Va.,, by 
D. L. Berry, Abingdon, Va., some fifteen or 
more years ago. This bull made a great 
reputation as a breeder but was only bred 
to two or three pure bred cows. 

Messrs. Fortune and Rhea of Damascus 
were about the first to bring pure bred fe- 
males to this country. They bought some 
cows and heifers in Ohio about 1908. Two 
of these cows are here now; are 13 years old, 
regular breeders and strangers rarely ever 
take them to be over 7 or 8 years old. 

Mr. J. R. K. Bell of Pulaski, Va., was 
really the pioneer breeder in Southwest Vir- 
ginia, and has furnished foundation cattle 
for many herds in this and adjoining States, 
and doubtless should have some credit for 
the headway the breed has made down in 
Tennessee, as he sold a load at Morristown 
some years ago (or gave them away as he 
puts it). Some of the cattle probably 
brought less than 3 cents per pound, but 
he was doing good missionary work, any- 
way. 

I think the Parr’s of Culpepper County 
were the pioneer breeders in Eastern Vir- 
ginia, if not in the State, and have furnished 
the foundation for many herds in this and 
other States. New herds are being started 
right along in the State at the present time. 

A number of Angus breeders met at 
Blacksburg, during the meeting of the State 
Farmer’s Institute, last August, and Dr. 
Lowe was present and organized a Virginia 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association to 
the extent of electing a President, Vice- 
President and Secretary-Treasurer, and ar- 
ranged for a meeting during the Winter 
Farmers’ Institute which had to be called 
off on account of “Flu.” 


We hope to have another meeting soon 
and perfect the organization. We regret 
very much that Mr. A. G. Parr, President, 
and Mr. J. R. K. Bell, Vice-President, of 
Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associ- 
ation are in poor health and not in condition 
to take very active parts in getting the As- 
sociation going—-A. F. Buchanan, Glade 
Springs, Va.

animal, his sire and dam, together with the 
records of the dam and a little other in- 
formation about the animal or his pedigree 
will be worth many times its cost. 

Secure a Good Auctioneer— 

It is worth while to get a good auctioneer 
for the bull sale. A local man who conducts 
farm sales can usually be obtained for a 
reasonable fee. A man with experience 
along this line is generally worth many 
times what it costs to get him. 

Have a Place to Show the Stock— 

All animals for sale should be on hand 
some hours before the sale. They should 
be placed in pens cer tied conveniently so 
everyone can look the mover carefully. Pla- 
cards could well be placed over each animal 
giving the name of sire and dam and also 
the records of the dam. If a sales list has 
been published it is only necessary to num- 
ber the animals. Do not leave the calves 
in the crates in which they were brought 
until they are to be sold. Give the buyers 
an opportunity to look over the stock be- 
fore it is put up for sale. 

HOLDING THE SALE 
Provide a Sale Ring— 

In most instances the sale will be held out 
of doors where there is nothing like an 
amphitheater. It wil! be necessary to pro- 
vide a raised platform on which the animals 
are placed while being sold. For this pur- 
pose a low platform wagon can be used. A 
wooden railing or 10pe should be put around 
the wagon about thirty inches high and a 
bridge should be provided to lead the stock 
onto the platform. Have someone to hold 
the stock on the platform. It is safer to 
keep bulls over one year old on the ground 
to sell them. 

Clerk the Sale Carefully— 

During the sale the clerk should have 
nothing else to do. He should keep track 
of each animal sold, to whom it is sold and 
the price paid. The sales manager should 
rot try to clerk the sale. 

Announce the Pedigrees— 

This is an important item. Some one 
should be on hand to tell the breeding of 
each animal as it is brought into the ring. 
Some good local breeder can do this or it 
may be worth while to get a good breeder 
from away. This man should have a good 
voice so that people will hear what he has to 
say. 

Prompt Settlement Best— 

Immediately following the sale settle- 
ment should first be made with all buyers. 
All expenses connected with the sale should 
be carefully kept. The cost of the extend- 
ed pdigrees should be charged against each 
animal. All other expenses should be pro 
rated and the proportionate amount deduct- 
ed from the sale price of each animal before 
settling with the consignors. 

When a buyer settles for an animal he 
should receive the extended pedgiree and a 
receipt for his money. 

When the seller delivers the calf to the 
buyer he should give him definite informa- 
tion concerning how the bull has been cared 
for. This is particularly necessary in th 
case of young calves. 
Deliver Transfer Papers— 

The sales manager should make arrange- 
ments for the delivery of the certificates of 
registry and transfer to the buyer. This 
can best be done by giving the seller a card 
on which is the name and number of the ani- 
mal sold and the name and address of the 
buyer. The seller would then get the trans- 


fer papers and deliver them to the buyer 
the same as in a private sale.

A nice draft of ten Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
has been selected for shipment to South 
Africa.

He 
is by Eligaf, an Erica sire by Gaffer 2d of 
Banks, a member of the great prize winning 
Gammer family, while he is out of Ecla of 
Banks by the Demora Vine bull Demovin. 
The other bull is Rostrum of Banks, by Gar- 
fer Alec, a son of the Royal Northern first 
prize winner Demovin and Gammer 3d, 
while his dam is the Rose of Westertown 
cow Monthly Rose by Evenor of Harvies- 
toun, a son of the iiighiand Society’s cham- 
pion Elect of Ballindalloch.

(Consul Gea. J. I. Brittain 
Recent published returns a re 
are now in Australia 91,676,281 sheep moe 
11,040,391 cattle. Owing to the lack of 
tonnage, the frozen meat exported last tes 
was a very small quantity, only 177,797 car- 
casses of mutton and 161,917 carcasses of 
lamb being shipped. The beef shipments to- 
talled 1,407,421 quarters, or about 200,000 
below the previous year. With the exception 
of about 8,000 quarters, the whole beef was 
exported from Queensland. The prospects 
for the coming season, however, are bright- 
er as more vessels with refrigerating space 
“"Wethers of the best qual 
ethers o e best quality sold as hi 

as $13.92 each, and lambs of ‘the best be 
ity as $8.12. Prime bullocks sold as high 
as $168; cows, $122; steers, $105; calves, 
$60. The general opinion is that meat pric- 
es in 1919 and 1920 will be the highest ever 
recorded in Australia.

Packing House Activities 


May killings at Montevideo’s three pack- 
ing houses were as follows: Swift, 46,22) 
cattle, 3,583 sheep, and 3,537 hogs; Artigas 
(Morris), 9,207 cattle, 12,959 sheep, and 11° 
hogs; Uruguaya, 15.025 cattle, and 27,4 
sheep. As compared with April, these fig 
ures show an increase in the number of cat- 
tle and hogs slaughtered, while sheep. kill- 
ings decreased.

I buy 
them right from the cow's side. 

I want to see the sire and dam if possible, 
as well as the calf, or if not the sire and 
dam, as many near relatives as possible. 
shape type, and finish all appeal to me in 

‘cking out the calves then. I want a calf 
full of quality and style. I want the head 
up like a bird, a bright countenance. I want 
a leg under each corner of the calf, with 
nice quality in the bone; coarse bone means 
coarse meat on that bone when the animal 
is finished. 

The top and bottom lines of a grand 
champion steer prospect should be parallel 
with a deep body between these lines. The 
rib must be well sprung, and broken off 

neat and square at the tailhead. I look for 
4 short neck, well set on shoulders with 
good style and cut up neat around the throat 
latch, so that the finished steer cuts meat’ 
to the jawbone. 

A short head, wide between the eyes, and 
carrying a heavy jaw are characteristics of 
a good feeder that I never overlook. Neat, 
small ears, well set up to give a keen, bright 
appearance gu with an eye like a bird. I 
ieok for an oily coat of hair on a loose hide 
with plenty of stretch. A low flank, with 
a straight hind leg below, brushed by a 
short tail, about completes the picture of 
my grand champion prospect. 

Given the breeding and the mating up so 
that all look like peas, all that is necessarry 
to make the Grand Champions is to get them 
home and feed and fit them for the big 
days when the judges hang the ribbons. As 
I pick Aberdeen-Angus calves, the proper 
finish is comparatively easy, as no other 
breed can be fitted and held up without go- 
ing bad like an over-ripe apple if not shown 


just when they are ready.

“Uncle Sam” Will Catalog Breeds by 
Counties 


In the nation-wide campaign to promote 
the general use of pure bred sires and better 
live stock, the United States department of 
agriculture will keep records of the agricul- 
tural counties according to the breeds of 
live stock which predominate in them. 
Practical experience has demonstrated the 
desirability of communities concentrating on 
the production of only a few breeds and 
types of the different classes of live stock. 
Such management not only enables the in- 
dividual farmers to aid each other in im- 
proving and upgrading their stock, but also 
gains for the communities wide reputations 
as centers for certain breeds. The commun- 
ity makes that locality the mecca for pros- 
pective purchasers who are desirous of buy- 
ing animals of those breeds, and also makes 
it possible for buyers to obtain stock in 
large quantities. 

For the service of persons interested in 


examining or selecting live stock, the de- 
partment will keep a record of the dominant 


breeds and varieties of the different kinds 
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vf live stock in each county where such 
information is obtained from accurate and 
dependable sources. Pending future devel- 
opments in this work, a breed or variety 
will be considered dominent if 100 or more 
good pure pred sires of that breed and var- 
iety are owned and used for breeding in a 
county. Sources of information concern- 
ing these farm animals will include county 
agents, officers of state agriculture colleges, 
and representatives of state boards of agri- 
culture. The department requests that state 
and county live stock associations transmit 
figures and all data available on the pure 
bred sires of their region to their local coun- 
ty agent or the state agricultural college. 
This material should include a statement of 
the number of pure bred sires in the county, 
together with the date when information 
was gathered. Initiative in collecting and 
reporting these data rests entirely with the 
county and state officials. 


Information gathered this way by the de- 
partment of agriculture will be available to 
the public. Thus persons wishing to pur- 
chase any kind of live stock may ascertain 
readily what counties in the United States, 
according to the records, have pure bred 
sires of the various breeds in which they are 
interested. Naturally where as many as 100 
pure bred sires are used in a community, 
these herd headers will stamp their quality 
to a considerable extend on the live stock 
of that county and lead to the production of 
many desirable grades of females, as well 
as pure bred stock of both sexes. Further- 
more, in counties where a certain breed is 
considered dominant, even though there are 
less than 100 pure bred sires, such facts 
should be reported and will be kept as sup- 
plementary records.

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“DODDIES” ARE GETTING THEIR SHARE OF SWEEPSTAKES 


HE 1919 fair season is about over 
as far as the regular circuits of 
state fairs are concerned. The 
Texas state fair and the Ameri- 

can Royal are all that’s left in 
the center “panel” of the coun- 
try before the final say-so at 
Chicago. On the West coast 
there are two circuits that meet at Port- 
land’s Pacific International, all rather new 
shows excepting Portland, but all ambitious 
to become second Internationals, and all do- 
ing wonderful work in putting pure breds 
in their territory. To date, it looks like 
Congdon & Battles and the colleges on the 
coast would have to uphold the banners of 
the Doddies alone at these five shows un- 
less L. R. Kershaw should decide to make 
these two long jumps to the coast and back, 
and as his herd has already done more trav- 
eling than any other two herds this year, 
it seems likely that he will prefer Kansas 
City as a stopping-off place on the way to 
Chicago. 


The steer classes and another odd sweep- 
stakes class or two have been coming in for 
their share of Aberdeen-Angus winners as 
usual. While the state fairs are not to be 
classed in the same catagory as the Inter- 
national in importance, they do a lot of good 
in their sections, and Aberdeen-Angus men 
have been showing their recognition of this 
fact the past year or two. Up to date, the 
best single steer at the Iowa, Minnesota, 
South Dakota, Indiana, New York, Washing- 
ton, Michigan, Illinois and Oklahoma state 
fairs have been Aberbeen-Angus—grade, 
pure bred or cross bred. Judge Small’s 
cross bred Aberdeen-Angus-Hereford won 
at Oklahoma City; Washington State Col- 
lege’s cross bred Hereford-Aberdeen-Angus 
won at Yakima; and a cross bred Short Horn 
Aberdeen-Angus won at Detroit, the dam 
being a pure bred from W. E. Scripps herd. 
E. P. Hall won at Illinois State Fair; Wil- 
son Brothers at Indianapolis; Pennsylvania 
State College showed grand champion steer 
at the New York State Fair; Carl Rosenfeld 
at lowa and Minnesota. Then in herd and 
groups, the Penn. State steers were grand 
champion herd at the Eastern States Ex- 
position; Wilson Brothers steers won at In- 
diana State Fair; “Ed” Hall had champion 
carlot at Illinois State Fair; grand champ- 
ion fat carlot, grand champion feeder car- 
lot, and grand champion steer herds at 
Minnesota and South Dakota State Fairs, 
and at Sioux City Inter-State Fair were 
Escher & Ryan’s blacks; and Todd’s prize 
of $600 at the Tennessee State Fair when 
Rutherford county won first for best pure 
bred exhibit owned in State. 


In boys’ and girls’ calf classes, the “Dod- 
dies” are still draging away the trophies. 
The Sioux City Inter-State Fair returned 
a black winner, as did the famous Iowa 
State Fair show. of 174 calves of all three 
breeds; and at Huron, South Dakota, one 
of Mr. Speir’s Hand County boys won the 
state championship with an Aberdeen-An- 
gus. Minnesota and Wisconsin’s baby beef 
shows are still to hear from. 


The big development of the show season 


- since I last wrote is the tremendous interest 


developed in beef, and Aberdeen-Angus es- 
pecially, in the East. Read Secretary Gray’s 
comments on these shows. New York is 
sure to have a big classification of money 
and draw a lot of the big herds next year, 
the herd going to Springfield, Mass., the 
following week. Another sensation is the 
advent of the Dr. Huggins’ herd in Ten- 
nessee, at Chattanooga’s Fair where he 


cleaned up Harmon’s herd that had pre- 


viously won over some of Parsons’ and Ames 
Plantation’s best. Huggins’ bull Idolmere, 
those who have seen him state, would have 
a good chance at the International grand 
championship if he comes north. He hasn’t 
been shown since 1916 when he beat Epistos 
three times in a row under three different 
judges, and Epistos was International grand 
champion that year. He is a son of Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, and of course entitled to 
be a show bull. 


On the west coast, Congdon & Battles 
have shown at Yakima, at the Washington 
State Fair, Idolmere 4th being grand champ- 
ion bull. As this herd didn’t get to the last 
International, it is hard to get any line on 
it’s standing. It always cuts into the win- 
nings when it gets to Chicago, however, 
which will be its only meeting with the big 
Corn Belt herds this year, as no herd is go- 
ing to the coast shows to compete with it, 
according to a wire from Prof. True, who is 
managing the San Francisco show. 


It is definitely understood now that Even- 
est of Bleaton will not come to the Inter- 
national, though those who have seen him 
this season claim he would have an easier 
time winning top honors than last vear. 
That ought to leave the field clear for Plow- 
man, Bar Marshall, Idolmere 4th, Idolmere, 
cr one of the great juniors that are coming 
on in a dozen different spots. A bare spot 
on the Aberdeen-Angus map again this vear 
was Milwaukee, and Wisconsin is a state 
that has been turning from scrubs to pure 
breds about the fastest of all the past year. 
Not a head of Aberdeen-Angus appeared 
there. Another point overlooked by some 
of the show herds is the steer proposition. 
We could just as well have hung up steer 
victories at Kansas, Nebraska, and Kansas 
Free fairs with a good black steer had we 
had one there. Kershaw is holding back a 
“pnoppin’ good one” for the International, 
and we don’t blame him for not over-doing 
him by fitting for early shows, but if every 
show herd carried at least enough steers to 
make a herd there would be a 95 to 98 per 
cent sweep.of the steer classes all over the 
country for Doddies each year. 


The Texas state fair will provide a bat- 
tling ground next week that will give us a 
iine on about everything; at least some of 
the undefeated animals will come out with 
lowered colors after the smoke clears away 


at Dallas.—F. H. H.

We Wondered If This Wasn’t The Case 

Hereford propaganda has centered largely 
around its “Ten Reasons,” none of which 
were supported by facts and figures to back 
up the sweeping claims made, with the ex- 
ception of the one claiming greater free- 
dom from tuberculosis than either of the 
other beef breeds. In this case, figures 
were given on exports from the Old Country 
to show that practically no Herefords “fell 
down in the test” while both Aberdeen-An- 
gus and Short Horns showed heavy failures 
to pass. Naturally, with the Hereford hav- 
ing its biggest hold on the range in this 
country where little or no shelter is offered 
from one year’s end to the other, little “T. 
B” would be expected among the bulk of 
the cattle, regardless of how thin they got 
under drought conditions or how “slack in 
the heart” some of them may have appear- 
ed. On the other hand, in the Old Country, 
all three breeds have faced about the same 
conditions as to housing and feeds while 
the Aberdeen-Angus as a breed is probably 
subjected to the most severe climatic and 
feed conditions ordinarily. However, let us 
read the note from THE FARMING NEWS, 
of Scotland, for its comment upon- this 
claim: . 

“In the course of an article on Hereford 
cattle the writer points out that the breed, 
taken as a whole, is practically immune 
from tuberculosis. It is only, it is maintain- 
ed, in the case of animals that have been 
highly fed for show purposes, and have been 
exposed to the risk of contagion with ani- 
mals of other breeds at shows, that the di- 
Seases is ever found. We are afraid that,
